^jjl  Fjnde  (gentle  Redder)  in  Hi- 
ftories  commended  vnto  vs- 
the  painfull  trauels  of  fomc 
(both  by  Sea  and  by  Land) 
which  vifited  fatre  countries, 
that  they  might  bee  made 
more  wife  and  learned-  For 
_  this  purpofe  Pythagoras  tra* 

_  _ _ _ Tull  uelled  into  Egypt  to  heare  the 

Mcmphiticall  Poets.  Plato  leauing  Athens ,  whare  hee 
taught  with  great  commendation  went  into  Italy  to 
Architas  oiTarentum ,  that  he  might  learne  fomewhat  of 
that  Philofopher  and  Difeiple  of  Pythagoras,  Apollonius 
(with  no  lefle  labour  than  danger  and  coft)  pa  Pied  and 
iournciedto  the  furtheft  parts  oi  India  to  thePhilofo- 
phers  there,  that  he  might  heare  Hierarchs ,  fitting  in  a 
thtoneofgold,  and  drinking  of  the  Well  of  Tantalus , 
difputing  amongft  a  few  Schoilars,of  Nature, of  Man« 
ners,ofthecourfe  of  Daies  andStarres.  From  thence, 
returning  by  the  Elamites,  Babylonians^  Chaldaans ,  Adedes , 
Affyrians,  Paleflines ;  he  came  to  Alexandria  .-  and  from 
thence  to  ^Ethiopia,  that  he  might  fee  the  Philofophcrs 

in  India3  which  went  alwaies  naked,  and  the  T able  of  the 

*t  5  Sunne, 
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Stinne,  which  was  famous  throughout  the  world.  Solon 
went  from  Graciato Egypt  tor  alike  purpofe.  All  thefc 
trauelled  to  get  wifdome  and  learning. 

Iris  written  of  Hierome ,  that  he  went  from  Dalmatia 
to  Rome ;  from  thence  to  Germanic-,  then  to  Conf  Anting 
vk)  then  to  Alexandria ;  then  to  lerufaiem  5  onely  to  fee 
and  heare  famous  men,  that  he  might  alwaies  goefor- 
ward  in  wifdome. 

lacob  in  his  old  age  trauelled  into  Egypt ,  partly  con- 
ftrained  by  neceflity,  and  partly  for  louc  of  Iofepb.  The 
Queene  of  the  South,  a  woman  (whom  ^r//?0//*calIeth 
imperfed  creatures)  trauelled  farre  to  heare  the  wifdom 
of  Solomon , 

Amongft  vs  there  haue  bcenc  (and  arc  ftill)  fundrie 
Trauellers  of  great  name,  which  haue  enterprifed  and 
taken  in  hand  great  Voyages,  and  dangerous  iournies  ; 
Some  to  Venice,  fome  to  Rome,  fometo  Constantinople^^ 
Ibme  to  lerufaiem  yto me  to  Syria ,  fome  to  Per fta , (bmc  to 
the  Turke ,  fome  to  the  Barbarians  :  And  thefe  haue  tra¬ 
uelled  vpon  diuers  rcfpc&s :  Some  for  pleafure,fome  for 
profit,  fome  to  fee  their  manners,  fome  to  Iearne  their 
languagesjfome  to  get  experience,fome  to  get  wifdome 
and  knowledge  5  not  (paring  any  coft,  fearing  any  dan¬ 
ger,  nor  refufing  any  paines.  Others  would  trauell,  but 
are  loth  to  be  at  any  charges.  Others  would  bee  at  the 
coft,  butfearetoexpofc  themfelues  to  dangers  by  Sea 
and  by  Land.  It  is  good  (fay  they)  tofleepe  in  a  whole 
skinne.  They  cannot  abide  to  bee  toffed  and  tumbled 
like  tcnnis-bals  on  the  turbulent  and  tempeftuousfeas, 
as  Ou$d  in  his  exile  complained  he  was,  when  hee  laid, 
Eleg .  2.

tAZneas  was  toflcd  with  a  like  tempeft,as  Virgil  finely 
deferibeth  it,  *s£neid.  i.  which  place  is  well  kno  wen  to 
allyoongfcholars.  And  thele  frefh  water  fouldicrs  dif- 
courage  themfelues  from  trauell,  and  fay.  It  was  one  of 
the  three  things  which  Cato  repented,  to  trauell  by  Sea 
when  hee  might  haue  gone  by  Land  i  And  a  charge 
that  ^intigomts  gaue  his  fonnes  (when  they  were tofled 
with  a  tempeft)  Remember  (my  femes )  and  warne  your  fo * 
ferity  of  it ,  that  they  ntuer  hazard  themfelues  vfon  fucb  ad L 
ventures .  For  Sailers  and  Aduenturers  (as  one  faith  very 
well)  are  neither  amongftthe  lining,  nor  amongft  the 
dead  :  they  hang  betweene  both,  ready  to  offer  vp  their 
fbules  to  euery  fl  iwof  wind  and  billow  of  water  where¬ 
with  they  are  affauked,  efpecially  to  euery  ftormy  wind, 
and  huge  fea.  And  it  is  more  fafe  ((ay  they)  to  Hand  vp- 
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on  the  fnoare ,  and  to  fee  the  raging  of  the  waters  from 
the  lea  bankes,  than  to  be  toiled  thereupon,  and  endan¬ 
gered  thereby. 

Wherefore  (albeit  I  be  no  great  traucller  my  felfe) 
yet  to  fet  foorth  the  praife  of  the  one,  who  haue  beene 
at  the  coft,  hazarded  the  danger,  and  returned  with  cre¬ 
dit  5  and  to  helpe  the  pufillanimitie  of  others  who  feare 
to  vndertake  the  trauell  in  regard  of  the  danger  5  and  to 
releeuc  the  miferie  of  others,  who  are  loth  to  bee  at  the 
coft  .though  they  delight  to  heare  and  fee  ftrange  coun¬ 
tries,  people,  and  manners  :  Ihaue  thought  good  to 
publifh  the  trauels  of  others,,  which  lately  (by  good 
chance)  is  come  vnto  my  hands,  after  the  death  "ot  Ma¬ 
iler  BefytteH Btddulfh  a  learned  and  religious  gentleman, 
to  whom  they  were  firft  written.  In  whole  ftudy  (a- 
mongft  his  letters  and  loofe  papers)  was  found  firft  of  all 
a  Copy  of  a  voyage  to  lerujalem  by  Land,  from  ^Aleppo 
mSyriaComJge?w0  not  long  iince  vndertaken  and  per¬ 
formed  by  flue  Englifhmen  there  foiourning,  viz.  Ma¬ 
iler  Will  am  Bihulph  (Preacher  to  the  Company  of  En. 
glifhMsrchar.ts  refident  in  Aleppo)  Mafter  Ieffrey  Ktrbie 
Merchant,  Mafter  Edward  Abbot  Merchant,  Mafter  lob  ft 
Elkin  gentleman,  and  lafrer  7yon  Ieweller. 

This  voyage  was  well  penned,  and  generally  well  li¬ 
ked  of  all  that  faw  it,  who  craued  copies  thereof,  by 
which  meanes  at  length  it  came  to  my  hands:  which  I 
tborowly  perilling^  and  finding  therein  mention  made 
of  former  Letters,  concerning  other  voyages  by  one  of 
thde  fiue  traueliers  formerly  performed,  dire&ed  to  the 
faid  Gentleman  Be^aliel  Btddulph :  I  could  not  fatisfie  my 
idle  vatill  (by  the  meanes  of  friends)  I  came  to  the  fight 
of  the  reft  aiio,  which  were  many  in  number,  atleaft 

twenty 
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twenty  letters,  befidcs  the  voyage  to  Ierufakm  t  all  dire¬ 
cted  vnto  one  man  :  Some  by  the  Preacher  abone  na¬ 
med  ,  maifter  mlliam  Biddulfh :  and  fomc  by  his  brother 
f  eter  Biddulpk  Lapidarie  and  Diamond  cutter  inthofe 
Countries.  Out  of  all  which  Letters  I  iaaue  gathered  the 
matter  therein  contained,  (leauing  out  oncly  lome  falu- 
tations  and  priuate  matters)  and  haue  thought  good(for 
the helpe  of  Trauellers  and  delight  of  others)  to  make 
one  body  of  them,  and  (without  the  confent  of  either  of 
them)  to  put  them  in  princ.  For  the  one  ofthefe  two  bre¬ 
thren  is  yet  beyond  the  Seas ;  the  other  (af  ter  ten  yeercs 
trauell)  is  lately  arriued  into  England,  and  hath  fundrie 
times  beene  requefted  (by  diuers  of  his  good  friends)  to 
publifhhistraucls,  but  be  could  neucr  be  perfwaded  fo 
to  doe,but  anfwered.that  he  knew  how  to  fpend  his  time 
better,  and  that  he  was  not  ignorant  of  theincredulitie 
of  others  in  fuch  cafes,  who  wil  hardly  beleeuc  any  thing 
but  that  which  they  themfelues  haue  feene  $  and  when 
they  heare  any  thing  that  feemeth  ftrange  vnto  them, 
they  reply,  that  trauellers  may  lie  by  authority :  but  they 
are  liers  themfelues  which  fay  fo  5  for  trauellers  haue  no 
more  authority  to  He  than  others,  neither  will  they  arro¬ 
gate  vnto  themfelues  more  liberty  to  lie  than  others^  e- 
fpecially  being  men  that  feare  God,as  they  (of  all  others) 
fhouldbe,  whogoedownetotheSea  in  fhips,  and  fee 
theworkesof  the  Lord  both  by  Sea  and  by  Land,  and 
his  wonders  in  the  deepe. 

In  regard  whereof,  hee  hath  beene  fo  farre  from  prin* 
ting  his  traueh,that  he  (being  a  very  modeft  man)  taketh 
no  delight  to  fpeake  thereoffexcept  it  be  vnto  fome  fa^ 
miliar  friend.  But  for  that  old  acquaintance  which  I 
haue  had  with  him  (hauing  beene  his  fchollar)  and  that 
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mutuallloue  betwixt  vs  of  long  continuance  ;  I  wasfb 
bold  to  make  knowen  vnto  him,  that!  hadfeene  all  the 
letters  which  both  he  and  his  brother  Peter  Biddulph  had 
written  to  their  friend  Be^tiiel  Biddalpbi  (wherein  they 
diicourfed  of  all  their  trauels)  and  what  paines  I  had  ta¬ 
ken  to  gather  them  together  for  mine  owne  delight,and 
dirc&ion  in  my  trauels,  which  I  purpofed  fhortly  to  vn* 
dertake.  Whereupon  he  requeued  mee  to  keeps  them 
fecrettomylelfe,  which  I  told  him  I  had  done,  foraf- 
much  as  I  had  read  in  one  of  his  letters  to  Mr.  Bezahel 
Biddulph  ,  the  like  requeft,  which  hee  made  vnto  him  in 
thole  words  :  I pray  you  heepe  my  Letters  to  your  felfe ,  Itfl 
ivhnes  to  gitte  content  into  you  itixvrttingnlut  you  ivculd.  I 
tecauedifconient  my  felfe  m  hearing  what  Irvottld  not. 

Heereby  1  found  him  very  affable ,  and  willing  to 
confcrre  with  me  of  histraucis,and  togiuenie  dire&ion 
for  mine,  and  toiefolucmein  anythingl  defired,  con¬ 
cealing  my  purpofe  of  imprinting  them,  when  (by  cbm 
lerence  with  him  and  other  trauellers  into  thole  parts) 
I  had  perteaed  them.  Yet,  forafmuch  as  a  pubhke  good 
is  to  be  preferred  before  a  priuate,  I  could  not  but  im¬ 
part  vneo  others  that  which  I  my  felfe  had  learned  of  6- 
thers :  For  tnat  wnich  Per  Jim  ipeaketh  interrogatiuely, 
in  this  cafe  I  vnderftand  pofitiuely  •

It  Is  nothing  for  thee  a  good  thing  to  know, 

Fnlejje  ihott impart  it  to  other  utlfo. 
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And  who  knoweth  what  good  may  redounde  vnto  o« 
thers,  by  reading  of  this  difcourfc  of  other  Countries  ? 
For  hereby  all  men  may  fee  how  God  hath  bleflcd  our 
Countrie  abouc  others^  and  beftirredvp  tothankeful- 
nefle. 

Hereby  fubiedls  may  learne  to  louc,honour,  and  obey 
their  good  and  gratiousKing,  when  they  (hall  readeof 
the  tyrannous  gouernement  of  other  Countries,  and  of 
the  mercifull  gouernement  of  theirs. 

Hccreby  hearers  may  learne  to  loue  and  reuerence 
their  Pallors, and  to  thank  God  for  theineftimable  bene¬ 
fit  of  the  preaching  of  the  word  amongft  them  $  when 
they  fhall  rcadc  in  what  blindnefle  and  palpable  igno¬ 
rance  ether  nations  line,  not  knowing  the  right  hand 
from  the  left  in  matters  that  concerne  the  kingdomeof 
Heauen,and  yet  reuerence  and  honour  their  blind  guids 
and  fuperftitious  Church»men  like  Angels,  and prouide 
for  their  maintenance  roially. 

Hecre  wines  may  learne  to  loue  their  husbands,when 
they  fhal  read  in  what  flauery  women  line  in  other  Con- 
tries,  and  in  what  awe  and  fubie&ion  to  their  h  usbands, 
and  what  libertie  and  freedome  they  themfelues  enioy, 

'Hecrebyfcruantsmaybee  taught  to  be  faithfulland 
dutiful!  to  their  Matters,  when  they  fhall  read  of  the 
brutifh  and  barbarous  immanitie  in  other  Countries  of 
matters  towards  their  feruants  ^  who  not  only  beat  them 
like  dogs,  but  fell  them  at  their  pleafure, and  fbmetimes 
kill  them  for  fmall  offences. 

Heerc  rich  men  may  learne  to  be  thankefull  to  God, 
notonely  for  their  libertie  and  freedome  of  their  Con- 
fcience  and  perfons  j  but  of  their  goods  alfo ;  when  they 
fh  all  read,  how  in  other  contries  no  man  is  matter  of  his 
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o  wnc,  but  as  the  fatcefl:  oxe  is  ncereft  vnto  the  {laughter, 
fo  the  richeft  men  are  neereft  vnto  death. 

H ere  poore  men  may  learnc  to  bethankefull  to  God 
for  their  benefactors,*  and  not  to  be  repining  and  impa¬ 
tient  beggers  (as  many  of  them  are)  when  they  fhal  read 
how  in  other  countries  the  poore  Iiuc  like  brute  beaftes, 
on  graffe  and  water,  the  rich  hauing  no  more  mercie  on 
them,  then  the  rich  glutton  had  of  Lazarus* 

Heere  they  that  trauell  in  England  may  learnc  what  a 
benefit  it  is  to  haue  the  refuge  of  Innes  in  their  trauell, 
and  bee  content  to  pay  well  for  it,  where  they  are  well  v- 
fed:  wheras  in  other  countries  they  lodge  without  dores 
all  night  and  carie  their  prouifion  with  them. 

And  the  publifbing  hereof  without  the  Authors  con- 
fent5  may  perhaps  bee  an  inducement  vnto  him  to  en¬ 
large  this  difeourfe,  by  adding  thereunto  the  diuerfities 
of  Religions  in  thofe  countries, and  what  conference  and 
difputation  he  hath  had  withlewes,  Iefuitcs,  and  people 
of  fundry  other  countries:  and  byperfiting  anything 
which  herein  fhall  be  thought  imperfect. 

And  yet  I  haue  had  conference  with  one  of  the  Aus 
thors,and  fhewed  hisLetters  vnto  many  other  traucllers 
of  good  judgement,  who  haue  beenc  in  thofe  parts,  and 
all  of  them  fubferibe  vnto  the  trueth  of  euery  thing  ther- 
in  contained.  And  of  my  felfe  1  haue  fet  downe  nothing 
butwhat  I  either  haue  found  in  the  Letters  ofthefetwo 
brethren  (mafter  William  Btjdulph,  and  Peter  Biddulph) 
or  elfe(by  conference  with  one  of  them  and  fundry  other 
traucllers  of  credit)heard  fpoken  and  deliucred  for  truth* 
Onely  in  two  things  (I  confefle)  I  haue  beene  fooics 
what  bold  with  mine  Authors*  Firflr,  in  the  number  of 
their ;  letters  for  whereas  they  wrote  very  many  letters, 

and 
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and  his  companions  went  thither  onelyastraucllersto 
fee  the  Holy  Land. 

Againe3if  it  were  his  ownc  doing,  he  being  both  wife 
and  Religious  (ashee  is  accounted)  would  neuer  bee  fo 
Ample  to  publifh  his  ownc  difgrace  inPrinte,  in  going 
to  Mafle3  and  obferuing  many  other  ceremonies  as  are 
mentioned  in  that  booke  which  goeth  foot thvnder  his 
name. 

In  the  voiage  of  the  fiue  Englishmen-  from  Syria  to  /«- 
d<ea,  (which  is  the  laft  letter)  I  haue  written  only  of  their 
trauels  thither,  and  fuch  things  as  they  faw  there,  but  no¬ 
thing  of  their  returne,  for  I  could  not  meet  with  any  let¬ 
ter  wherein  my  Authour  had  written  thereof,  neither 
could  I  learnc  it  of  him  by  conference  with  him,  for 
when  I  fpake  vnto  him  thereof,  defiring  him  tofet  it 
do wne  in  writing  for  my  further  diredfion,  I  could  haue 
nootheranfwereof  him  but  this  which  t&neas  fpake  to 
Queene  Vido^  as  Vigil,  fetceth  it  do  wne  t/EneidJib^^ 

InfaniumreginA  tubes  renouaredolmm* 

that  is, 

-  t  *  , 

A  dolefull  worke  me  to  renew 
(Deare  friend )  you  craue,  wherefore  adew. 

Whereby  I  pcrceiued  he  tooke  no  pleafure  to  talkc  of 
it,  and  leffe  to  write  of  it.  The  reafon,  I  vnderftood  by 
others;  becaufc  it  was  more  dangerous,  troublcfome5 
and  tedious  tohim  then  all  the  reft  of  his  voiage :  for  ma= 
nie  nights  they  flept  in  the  open  fields, when  it  rained  all 
night  exceeding  faft^and  in  the  day  time  they  were  often 
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-  dangercd  by  thceues ,  and  oftentimes  in  the  night  they 
were  glad  to  hire  a  guard  to  watch  whiles  they  flept,  for 
feare  left  their  throats  fhould  be  cut  whiles  they  were  a- 
fleepe :  and  many  other  miferics  they  were  fubied  vnto, 
as  hunger  and  thirft  ,  hcate  in  the  day3cold  (being  har- 
borles)  in  the  night. 

And  befides  many  miferies  which  heehathindured 
by  land  5  he  hath  very  narrowly  efcaped  many  extreame 
dangers  by  Sea^  whereof  I  will  mention  only  one, which 
I  haue  heard, not  only  from  his  owne  mouth  (with  grare- 
full  mcmoric  vnto  God  for  his  miraculous  and  vnexpe- 
&ed  preferuation)  butalfb  from  others  who  were  in  the 
fame  danger  with  him.  In  relation  whereof  they  all  a- 
gree  in  one,  that  it  was  on  this  manner. 

Ann. Dorn.  1  6  o  5.Febr.?.  He,  with fome other  En- 
glifhmen,viz,  Sampfon  T^ervpcrt  ,  and  his  brother  Edward 
Viewport  ^Edward  Concks ,  Martin  K  entity  ^  William  Welch , 
1  homos  Mantard^  and  others  :  hauingoccafiontotraueli 
from  Conflantintfle  to  Zante  (for  want  ofanEnglifh  (hip) 
imbarfecd  thefelues  in  a  Ragnzean  fhip  which  was  bound 
thither.  Wherein  they  failed  fafely,vntill  they  came  a* 
mongft  the  Cyclades,  or  the  53.  lies  in  the  Arches,  where 
they  were  a  while  becalmed  ouer  againft  c Mtlo^  where 
they  were  minded  to  touch. 

Burfuddenly  this  calme  wastumcd  toaftorme,which 
fpeedily  drone  them  out  of  the  fight  of  Mtlo^  and  Antu 
»?//0,and  (o  confounded  the  Ragnzean  Mariners  (being 
no  skilftili  Nauigators)  that  they  knew  not  where  they 
were,  (an  vncomfortable  cafe  in  fuch  a  dangerous  place3 
amongft  fo  many  Hands  fo  thicke  together.) Before  them 
they  (awe  land  in  three  places,  yet  none  of  them  knew 
whether  it  were  the  nuineknd,  or  fome  Iland, and  ther- 
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fore  were  ignorant  what  courfc  to  take. The  prouidcnce 
of  God  (o  directed,  that  they  pafled  fo  necre  the  Ile^-* 
rigottA)  asfeldomeor  neuer  any  fhip  did,andnotrufh 
vpon  the  rockes. 

When  they  were  paft  this  Hand,  they  were  out  of  the 
Arches  or  Cyclades ,  and  had  fea-roome  inough,  which 
was  fome  comfort. 

But  the  ignorance  of  the  Mariners.*  The  violence  of 
the  ftorme,  The  weaknes  of  the  {hip,  and  the  prophane- 
nefle  of  the  company  with  whom  he  was  (hipped,  were 
great  caufes  of  dilcomfort. 

The  Mariners  were  ignorant,  not  accuftomed  to  faile 
by  compas  or  cunding  of  the  (hip  *  but  by  theeieand 
view,  and  to  be  ftill  in  fight  of  land  ,  The  ftorme  ftill  in- 
creafed  more  vehemently, and  continued  three  daics  and 
threenights  together^during  which  time, they  could  nei¬ 
ther  eate  nor  drinkc,nor  fleepe.  The  fhip  was  weafce  and 
halfe  full  of  water ,  ready  to  be  fplit  in  pieces  with  eucry 
blaftofwind,  or  to  beedeuoured  by  euery  waueofthc 

The  boat  which  the  fhip  towed  after  her, was  cut  off, 
and  letgoeatrandome  without  hope  of  euer  feeing  it  a* 
gainc,  tett  it  fhould  be  full  of  watered  finke,  and  draw 
the  (hip  alfo  vnder  water.  The  companie,  as  they  were 
of  diuers  nations,  fo  of  diuers  natures:  and  as  they  dif¬ 
fered  in  religion,fo  likewife  in  their  conuerfation  and  ca- 
riage,  during  the  continuance  of  thistempeft.  For  the 
ftorme  incrcafed ,  the  aire  thundered,  the  winds  blufte* 
Ted,  the  Sea  raged,  and  the  waues  thereof  arifing like 
mightiemountaines,  toiled  vp  the  fhip  (tovfc  the  Poets 
Hyperbolt)  fometimes  as  high  as  heauen,andby  and  by 
tumbled  her  downe  againe  as  low  as  hsllj  fo  that  (as  the

on  all  the  gods  andgoddeffes,  theHeeSaints,andShe 
Saints3  and  call  Gr and Benedifta  into  the  fea3  to  aflwage 
the  madnes  therof.  Which  nothing  prcuailing3the  mt 
fler  of  the  fhip  called  mafler  Samfon  Newport  (anEoglifli 
Merchant)  and  told  him  in  Italian  that  hecvnderflood 
that  the  Sigmor RcuerendoDottore  lnglefe:  that  is3That  the 
reuerend  Englifh  Dodlor  (who  was  in  his  fhip)  had  bin 
at  lerujdcm^  and  requefted  him  to  fpeake  vnto  him,  if  he 
had  any  holy  reliques  in  his  cheft  which  hee  brought 
from  lerufalem 3  to  giue  him  fome  to  throw  into  the  Seas 
to  pacific  the  rage  thereof.  M.  Newport  made  aofwers 
that  he  knew  that  their  Englifh  Preacher  had  no  fuch 
Reliquesas  he  defired. 

Then  there  was  nothing  amongft  the  fupcrftitious  P a- 
piftsj  but  weeping  and  wringing  of  hands  5  fomeprepa- 
ring  boards  ready  to  caft  themfeluesinto  the  Sea3  loo¬ 
king  at  euery  blafl  when  the  fhip  would  bee  difiointed 
and  (Taken  afunder :  Others  pattering  on  beads3and  ma¬ 
king  large  vowes  to  Madonna  de  Lauretta 3  if  fhee  would 
deliuer  them:,  and  to  this  Saint  andthatSaint*  if  they 
eicaped. 

I  he  Mailer  of  the  fhip3  called  Andrea  y  andhisbro* 
ther  Stephanos  (being  both  owners  of  the  fhip)  faid3  that 
lurrfy  the  Englifh  Dodtor  was  a  Coniurer,  for  they  ne- 
uer  law  him  without  a  bookc  in  his  hand*  but  ftiJl  read- 
ing,  vntill  (by  his  learning)  he  had  raifed  a  ftorme  vpon 
diem  ^  and  thought  it  beft  to  make  a  Ion  as  of  him  3  and 
so  call  both  him  and  his  books  into  the  Sea;  which  they

had  done  indeed,  if  God  (in  mercy  towards  him)  had 
not preuentcd them  $  for  our  Engiifhmen  (like  good 
Chriftians)  hauing  learned  out  of  the  Scriptures  (Pfal, 
4<5.  x  .)That  God  is  a prefent  helpe  in  tmeoftrouble^xsA  hath 
promifed  to  deliuer  them  that  cal'  vpon  him  in  time  of 
trouble,  gaue  thcmfelues  both  iointiy  and  feuerally  to 
praier,  and  all  the  time  of  this  tempcft  cried  vnto  the  Leri 
in  their  trouble ,  and  he  brought  them  out  of  their  difirejfe^j. 
He  turned  the ftorme  to  ca/me ,  jo  that  the  rvaues  thereof were 
fiill.  And  fo  (at  length)  by  the  prouidence  of  God,  they 
came  all  fafely  to  their  defired  Port,  where  they  heard 
of  many  {hips  (asfome  reported,  fiftie)  which  were  caff 
away  in  that  ftorme,  out  of  which  they  were  deliucred. 
Many  fuch  defperate  plunges  hath  he  efcaped  in  his  ten 
yeeres  traueii,  which  I  haue  heard  of,  but  forbeare  (for; 
breuicies  fake)  to  fpeake  of. 

Thefe  things  conlidercd,I  thought  it  not  meet  to  prefle 
him  any  further  therewith,  left  the  remembrance  of  for¬ 
mer  miferies,  fhould  be  acaufeoffrefhforowes,  know¬ 
ing  that  he  hath  indured  much  hardnefic  both  by  fea  and 
by  land,  &  fo  much  as  may  feeme  admirable,  yea,  almoft 
incredible  that  fuch  a  (pare  leane  man ,  and  of  fuch  a 
weake  body  (as  he  feemed  tobeof)  (hould  endure  in  ten 
yeeres  tedious  trauell  together.  And  yet  notwithftan* 
ding  his  continuall  dangers  both  by  fea  and  by  land,  hee 
hath  continued  ftill  to  preach  the  Gofpcl  conftantly  and 
boldly(in  Heathen  countries)  both  by  fea  and  by  land; 
receiued  great  honour  amongft  them ;  and  is  now  at 
length  (by  the  prouidence  of  God)  returned  into  his  na- 
tiuecountrie  in  health  and  lafety  to  preach  the  Gofpell 
wherefoeuer  it  fhall  plcafe  God  to  call  him:  and  is  at  this

day  the  greatefttraueller  (ofamanofhis  calling,  that  I 
know)  in  all  England  both  by  iea  and  land. 

By  land,  he  hath  trauelled  further  then  Jacob ,  and  the 
fame  way  that  Jacob  did  from  Hebron  to  Padan  tyrant, 
and  hath  had  as  hard  lodging  in  his  trauell  as had, 
viz.  the  ground  to  his  bed,  a  ftone  for  his  pillow,  the  skie 
for  his  couering,  and  fometimes  the  aire  for  his  fupper. 

By  Sea,  farther  then  S.  P attl 3  then  t s£>jcasy  or 
hauc  done ,  and  all  the  whole  way  that  they  all  haue  traa 
uelled,and  further. 

Wherefore  (gentle  Reader)  if  thou  take  in  good  part 
thefe  his  trauels,  and  my  paines  and  labour  in  colle&insr 
them  together ,  it  may  perhaps  encourage  him  to  en¬ 
large  them,  and  me  to  procure  them,  and  to  adde  there¬ 
unto  his  conference  and  deputations  with Ie-ves,Iefuits, 
andfundry  other  nations  (which  I  vnderftand  hee  hath 
had  with  them)  and  fitch  arguments  ashauc  beenevfed 
cn  both  fades,  &  letters  in  fundry  languages  which  haue 
beenc  written  on  both  fidesfrom  one  to  another.
